All the public supply sources are outside the Urban District. 
The public supply was unrestricted throughout the year. 
Leicester Corporation is responsible for the water supply. 


Practically 100% of the houses and of the population of the Urban District are 
supplied. In a few cases the water is not laid into the houses. These are mainly 
in an area scheduled for re development. There are no public stand-pipes but in 
5 cases taps are shared. 


Two good houses with satisfactory piped private supplies are the only ones not 
on the public supply. 


The fluoride content of the water is less than 0,2 p.ep.m. and the Council decided 
in 1963 that no objection be raised to any proposal for the addition of fluoride 
to the water supply. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


No extensions have been made to the sewers. One new private housing development 
was commenced during the year. This was on a site where "Outline" Planning Permission 
had been granted a number of years ago. 


At the end of the year, cleven houses were not connected to the main system but 
these are in isolated areas, including four farmhouses. One house was connected to 
the main sewer during the year. 


The long awaited work of enlarging the sewage disposal works commenced carly 
in the year and by December, despite numerous difficulties, work seemed well under 
way. The contract period is twenty-one months giving a completion date of December, 197( 


The operation of the existing overloaded works whilst enlargement is taking place 
caused many problems, particularly in the initial stages. These were overcome and 
the standard of cffluent, although not satisfactory, did not deteriorate too much. 


The sewage from: the villages of Barleythorpe and Egleton within the Oakham Rural 
District, is, by arrangement, also dealt with at the works of the Oakham Urban District 
Council. 


Closet Accommodation 


All the sanitary accommodation in the built-up area of the Urban District consists 
of water closets and there is, therefore, no nightsoil collection, 


Public Cleansing 


All the premises in Oakham have movable dustbins and the Council use an 18/22 cue ye 
(compressing type) refuse collecting vehicle manned by a driver and four men. Generally, 
a seven day cycle of collections is maintained, This was possible due to the virtual 
standstill in house building within the district and to the continued good working of 
the collectors. 
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Public Cleansing (Continued) 


Refuse disposal is by controlled tipping in a disused ironstone quarry six miles 
from the town between Wing and Morcott. The Council purchased a second-hand tracked 
vehicle with bucket/shovel for use at the tip. 


At the end of the year, discussions were taking place with neighbouring 
authorities on the possibility of joint use of the tip. 


Smoke 


There are no industrial chimneys within the district. No complaints of smoke 
nuisance arose.

CONTROL OF RATS 
The Council has a contract with Ratsouris Limited for rat control. All complaints 


were promptly dealt with and at the end of the year there was little evidence of 
rats in the town. 


SWIMMING POOLS AND POOLS OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 
An open-air swimming bath owned by Oakham School Trustees is hired by the 
Council during the summer holidays and opened to public use, the Council providing 
attendants etc. The bath has a pressure filter and chlorinator which works most of 
the time while the bath is in public use. 


Twelve inspections were made during the season. 


A modern indoor pool at the Vale of Catmose Village College is made available 
for use by various organisations during school terms and out of school hours.

During the year 23 applicants were rehoused. 


At the 31st December, the Council owned 571 houses and flats, 10 temporary 
bungalows and 24 old houses in the Westgate area of the town. Included in this 
latter figure are 8’ which are wnoccupied and are eventually to be demolished for 
redevelopment. 


All the Council's pre-war houses, 95 in number, have hot water systems and 
washbasins, some have internal \.Cs. 


Work commenced on the erection of twelve old peoples' flats in the Finkey 
Street/Dean Street/Northgate area. It was thought that these would help, in some 
degree, to alleviate the housing problems of some of the old people in the town. 
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HOUSING 


In various parts of the town, improvement grants have been made. 


Six Standard Grants were approved in 1969, and of these, three were 
completed within the year, together with five which had received approval in 
1968. These cight improved properties resulted in eight baths, eight wash basins, 
eight hot water systems, eight internal W.Cs. four foodstores and one sink 
being provided.
